War Food Administration disclos­ 
ed today that civilians will be c u t! 
about 15 percent in their already- 
rationed canned fruits, vegetables 
and soups during the next

months. 
Civilians, WFA revealed, will re­ 
ceive “nearly 70 percent of the 
prospective supply of canned veg­ 
etables and soups and 53 percent 
of the canned fruits and juices," 
totalling 212.795,000 cases. 
However, during the first three 
months of rationing under the Of­ 
fice 
of 
Price 
Administration, 
50,000,000 cases of canned food 
were consumed by the civilian pop­ 
ulation, in March, April and May, 
indicating an average 20,000,000 
cases 
a 
month 
or 
240,000,000 
cases a year. 
Based on these official OPA 
figures, civilians will be allotted 
27,205,000 less cases of canned 
stuffs in the coming year.

Why It Was Primate 
I accept the only explanation 
which makes any sense as to why 
the conferences were held in pri­ 
vate—that advanced by Mr. Frank 
Kent, the columnist. Mr. Kent 
said the reason the conferences 
were held in private was that 
nothing was going to happen at 
the conference. 
Mr. Roosevelt threw out the

should be held, and then promptly 
forgot it. But some of his people

conferees talked about, no wonder 
they were ashamed to have any­ 
body listen. 
The other leak dripped from 
Mr. Paul Appleby, Under Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture. It concerned 
an international two-price system 
for food surpluses. Inasmuch as 
the Department of Agriculture 
has managed to jockey the most 
fertile country in the world into 
a food shortage, it seems a little 
visionary for one of their repre­ 
sentatives to be talking about 
what to do with surpluses. The 
way this idea of Mr. Appleby’s 
works is for France to be told it 
can’t raise any more wheat, but 
that we will supply them. I can 
just sec the French farm er obey­ 
ing that fool order. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. P.: 
W hat is a thickened 
pleura? W hat causes it, and what 
can be done to clear it up? 
Answer: The pleura is the cov­ 
ering of the lung. It Is ordinarily 
protected from bacteria by its 
position deep in the body, but any 
inflammation of the lungs—pneu­ 
monia and tuberculosis are the 
common ones— may reach out to 
the pleura and cause inflamma­ 
tion.

The parochial school building I 
was remodeled completely more 
than a year ago. but it has never 
been put to the full use expected 
of it, Father Reidy pointed out. He 
said that the church needs cooper­ 
ation of various organizations of < 
the city in an effort to set up a 
supervisory staff to act as chap­ 
erons for boys and girls who would 
go there to spend their evenings. 
"I believe.” the pastor said, “and 
so do scores of other persons who 
have mentioned the fact to me. 
that Circleville is badly in need of 
a recreation center where juven­ 
iles may gather for an evening of 
entertainment and play. The pro­ 
gram we have outlined would per­ 
mit all boys and girls of the com­ 
munity to use the recreation ball 
for dancing, games of many sorts, 
for songfests and for other forms 
of entertainment.’' 
Father Reidy is planning to call 
on CirclevUle’s civic and fraternal 
organizations and women’s clubs 
to ask each to take over the hall 
for a week at a time, "lf all will 
cooperate,” the pastor said, “no 
club or organization will be asked 
to have supervisors present more 
than once rn several months." 
C hyperons Sought 
The pastor pointed out that or­ 
ganizations cooperating with the 
program will not be put to any ex­ 
pense but will merely assign mem­ 
bers to act as chaperons each eve­ 
ning for a week.
